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SELECTMEN’S FOREWORD 

The past year has seen the completion of many Town projects which have 
been in the works for three years. Outside of some few odds and ends which 
remain to be finished, the list of major construction in the last year’s report 
are complete. 

We certainly empathize with people who had to bear the brunt of the road 
and sewer projects and appreciate their patience and fortitude. Our Town 
employees worked long and hard on solving unforeseen problems and their 
loyalty and industry is sincerely appreciated. 

The best project of all in terms of ease of handling and good results was 
the State landscaping contract. We are looking forward to Spring to see the 
trees, shrubs, etc. in bloom. We make particular mention and give our 
sincere thanks to Lee Lecraw who worked with Jim Law, the New 
Hampshire State Engineer in charge, to plan the colors and types of 
vegetation to be used. 

The appearance of the Town was improved last summer through the 
efforts of the Marlborough Garden Club, a sub-division of the Marlborough 
Community Association. These people worked from early to late Fall on 
seasonal garden projects throughout the Town on public areas. This, in 
turn , prompted several owners to plant gardens along Main Street, and 
others to donate plants to the Garden Club. 

Several committees interested in soil conservation and water resources 
have been activated this year. In addition, partially through the efforts of 
John Lecraw, the “green belt” around Meetinghouse Pond has been | 
assured through the deeding of several parcels of land to the Audubon 
Society. These, with a connecting parcel deeded by Mrs. Jessop to the 
Audubon Society, and Town land, the total being 200 acres, encompasses 
2/3 of the periphery of the Pond. The Audubon Society has set up a fund to 
maintain this land and will pay taxes at current use rates. 

Continuing in the environmental trend, we are being pressured by the 
State to maintain a clean - and to eventually close - our landfill. Depending 
on a solution county-wide to find a Solid Waste facility we must continue to 
be economical with our Landfill and bury as little as possible. Some people 
are very careful with their recycling efforts in the home, but some need to be 
monitored all the time. The Selectmen urge cooperation with your trash 
and thank those already cooperating. This warrant reflects a warrant 
article outlining the first steps toward eventual closure. 

As reported in last year’s Selectman’s report, we have a mandated anti- 
corrosion system to improve the quality of the Town water. We have studied 
this problem and have an item in the Warrant to start this work. 

A Civil Defense Committee has been reactivated to plan for handling of 
any emergency which may happen locally. Under the Civil Defense 
Director, Carl Russell, a Selectman, Police Department, Public Works, Marl- 
Harris and School representatives are fine-tuning the initial experience of 
the flood of May, 1984, and Hurricane Gloria. Because of the vulnerability 
of the Town Building, we are looking into some protection for it.

We have finished with the Street Lighting project and have had favorable 
response thereto. This installation has resulted in a saving to the Town of 
$6,000.00. 

We have solved our insurance problem of last year by joining the New 
Hampshire Municipal Association Liability Insurance Trust. This is a 
statewide insurance pool which affords us protection from cancellation 
and price advances. 

The reassessment is now generally completed and reflects valuations 
more in line with sales figures we see every day passing over our desks. We 
regret the loss of exemptions by so many elderly and the Selectmen are 
putting on the ballot the best tax abatement presently available for the 
elderly at this time in our State. An inventory of valuations is being issued 
with this Town Report. 

We are working as this goes into print on new regulations for roads in 
sub-divisions, many of which eventually become Town roads. The growth 
of our Town and our State as well remains a concern and we are obliged by 
State Law to complete our Master Plan. This should be of intense interest to 
all of us since it will guide our Planning and Zoning Boards in future 
developments. 

From verbal reports to us in the streets and in Town Hall, we feel a 
generally optimistic tone in the Town and thank those who have offered 
help and suggestions. 

Those who have been into Town Hall recently may have noticed that the 
Selectmen have moved into the old Conference Room. The computer, 
copying machine, Town Clerk, Deputy Clerk and part-time clerks have 
spread out into the former Selectmen’s office. 

Lastly, we were sorry to accept the resignation of Gary Langley. He 
worked through the years of these big projects and we are sorry he could 
not stay to the end. We were, however, very fortunate in having Bob Bennett 
offer to serve out Gary's term.

WARRANT 
The Polls Will Be Open From 1 PM to 9 PM 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Marlboroughin the County of Cheshire 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the School Gymnasium in said 
Marlborough on Tuesday, the tenth day of March, next at 7:30of the clock 
in the evening to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges 
for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$15,000.00 for the purpose of installing an anticorrosion system on the 
Town Water supply, the cost of which will be included in Water Department 
charges, and authorize the Selectmen to award contracts for this purpose 
and borrow in anticipation of Water Department revenue, if necessary. 


4. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:43b and 43-c for expanded 
exemptions on real estate which provide for a resident 65 years of age up to 
75, a $5,000 exemption; a resident 75 years of age up to 80, a $10,000 
exemption; a resident 80 years of age or older, a $20,000 exemption, 
provided that the resident owns the real estate individually or jointly with 
another or his spouse with whom he has been living for at least 5 years as 
man and wife; said resident had a net income of less than $7,000. or 
combined income with spouse of less than $9,000; and owns assets of any 
kind, tangible or intangible, less bona fide encumbrances, not in excess of 
the value specified in RSA 72:43 C; provided that the exemption shall be 
based upon the assessed value of the real estate? 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $8,400.00 
for the purpose of implementing Phase 1 and Phase 2 of the Hydrogeologic 
investigation of the Marlborough Landfill as proposed by Roy Weston, Inc. 
and authorize the Selectmen to award a contract with Weston, Inc. for this 
purpose. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,700.00 
for the purpose of rewriting the Master Plan of Marlborough and authorize 
the Selectmen to enter into acontract with the Southwest Region Planning 


Commission to work with the Planning Board and complete the plan by 
December 31, 1987. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 
to establish an insurance Capital Reserve Fund to pay for insurance losses 
of $1,000.00 or less. The Fund to be restored to the $5,000.00 level annually 
from the General Fund. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to withdraw 
$500.00 from the Charles C. Ward Children’s Fund for the use of the Frost 


Free Library in their programs for children. (NOTE: $984.00 plus 
accumulated over years.) 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 
for improvement of the sidewalk on the West side of Route 124 (South Main 
Street) between McKinley Circle and Laurel Street. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal of the 
accumulated income from the Charles C. Ward Town Fund and from the 
Kate Reid Town Fund for the repairing and preservation of the Town 
Clerk’s Book, Volume #3 (1805-1821) or act in any manner relating thereto. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000.00 to be placed in the Highway Capital Reserve Fund for the future 
purchase of vehicles and/or equipment or to act in any manner relating 
thereto. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply 
for, accept and expend money from State, Federal or other governmental 
unit or a private source which becomes available in RSA 31:95b, or to act in 
any manner relating thereto. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate asum not to exceed 
$6,000.00 for the installation of Energy Efficient Overhead Doors in the 
Fire Station.

As the figures above indicate, we have had a busy year. Most of the volume 
of work has resulted from the following: 

1. Senate Bill 1 went into effect January 1, 1986, making Town s 
responsible for all local welfare instead of County/State. Juvenile 
placements which were so costly are now the responsibility of the 
County/State. 


2. Homelessness resulting from underemployment. Rents are so high in 
this area that it takes two wage earners to pay it. If one person loses work, 
deserts, or is ill, the other cannot pay the rent. I have joined a group in 
Keene to be able to use the shelter at 1/3 the cost of a motel, payment only 
on use - but it is short-term. 


We have had the help of the Salvation Army: 
1. in sending three childrer to Camp in Sebago, Maine. 
which cost the Town only $10.00 each. 
2. in helping indigent aged 
3. in distributing toys at Christmas. 
Please remember the Salvation Army kindly for this help. 


We have also had the help of area Churches, organizations and clubs in 
donating food baskets and the Marlborough Police Department in 
distribution of same.

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FIRE WARDS REPORT 

The Marlborough Fire Department answered 70 calls during 1986. This 
compares to 71 calls answered in 1985 and 55 calls answered in 1984. 

The alarms answered were 7 chimney fires, 14 vehicle fires or accidents, 
3 structure fires, 3 brush fires, 6 stove or furnace fires, 1 electrical fire, 2 gas 
leaks, 3 life line calls, 1 sprinkler alarm, 13 automatic fire alarms, 2 bomb 
threats, 4 false alarms, 1 call for public assistance, and 10 mutual aid calls 
of which there were 3 calls to Harrisville, 3 calls to Keene, 2 calls to Dublin 
and 2 calls to Swanzey Center. 

Again this year members of the Fire Company have taken specialized 
training at State sponsored Fire Schools and monthly in house training. 

We are happy to report that to the best of our knowledge all of our 
equipment is in top shape. Again this year we upgraded one of our old truck 
radios by the purchase of a new radio. 

The Fire Company again sponsored the halloween parade followed by a 
party which consisted of costume judging with cider and donuts for grades 
K through 6. 

The Fire Company is now short on help and is looking for more 
volunteers to fill the Company roster, anyone that might be interested in 
joining the Fire Company should contact any Fire Ward for more 
information. 

The Fire Wards wish to thank the Marlborough Fire Company, 
Selectmen, Townspeople, Local and State Police for their cooperation 
during the past year, and extend a special thanks to the Fireman’s Ladies 
Auxiliary for their assistance and donations of new equipment.

Between July 1985 and June 1986, we experienced fewer fires than normal. 
The two leading causes of forest fires were again children and fires kindled 
without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are 
preventable, but only with your help.

Enforecemet of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of 
State Forestry officials.

MARL-HARRIS ANNUAL REPORT 

In 1986 Marl-Harris responded to 148 calls. We recorded 132 
emergencies and 16 non-emergencies. Emergency runs included 16 motor 
vehicle accidents including 1 assist to Dublin. There were 30 calls to 
Harrisville. Again our receiving hospitals were Keene, Peterborough and 
Hanover. 

Thru your generosity we have purchased minitors for all ambulance 
personnel which has greatly reduced our response time. We also purchased 
a Ferno head immobilizer, 2 bunker coats, two helmets and two sets of fire 
proof gloves for more safety in hazardous situations. We had donated to us 
a new Reeves Sleeve for our backboard which makes for a safer and more 
secure handling of patients requiring its use. 

All personnel are current in their training and always participating in 
extra training. The ambulance is always mechanically maintained and well 
equipped above state standards. 

Our sincere and grateful thanks to fire departments, police and 
selectmen for their assistance and guidance thru 1986. 

Some 3530 miles and in excess of 1500 volunteer hours later, we stand 
ready and willing to serve you, our two towns of Marlborough and 
Harrisville.

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MARLBOROUGH CEMETERY COMMITTEE 
1986 

This past year brought with it many changes proposed by the Dept. of 
Revenue. Included in these changes were the initiation of a general 
maintenance fund for perpetual care of all of the cemeteries. Until now, 
each lot sale generated its own perpetual care fund, which, in years past, 
was left up to the individual. In recent years, there has not been a lot sold 
without perpetual care. The new system simply requires charging a flat fee 
per grave, which includes this perpetual care. The new fund will make it 
possible to care for the entire cemetery involved and make for easier 
maintainance. The bookkeeping will now be simplified as well. 

Another suggestion made by the Department of Revenue concerns the 
sale of new cemetery lots. Until now, the cemetery committee placed money 
from the sale of new lots into its operating budget, offsetting town 
appropriations. This, of course, excluded money for perpetual care. Now, we 
are required to turn over ALL money generated from the sale of lots to the 
selectmen who in turn place the money into the general fund. The 
Cemetery Committee in the past has relied on the lot money in 
determining which projects would be initiated, such as improvements or 
expansions to cemeteries, tree removal, wall and monument repair, 
replacement of water lines, surveying, creation of new maps, etc. Now, these 
projects must be planned far in advance, and money submitted in a 
proposed budget form for voter approval. 

The committee must decide whether it is going to continue to take care 
of bookkeeping and billing for cemetery lots, or turn the responsibilities 
over to the selectmen, who ultimately receive all of the money anyway. 

One other change which occurred this past year was re-classification of 
the sexton from semi-employee to sub-contractor. This change places 
responsibility of payroll and related taxes on the sexton, and forces him to 
account for activities in the cemeteries. 

Many of the projects planned for 1986 were not completed, and efforts to 
do so will continue this upcoming season.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
1986 


Another year has passed and the library still has many unaccomplished 
goals. We had hoped to complete barcoding in 1986 and to begin to convert 
our records to automation. Many things have prevented us from reaching 
that goal, the least of which are not money and time. We realize now we 
must move at aslower pace, but with the same goals in mind. By the close of 
1987, we hope to be at least half way there. 


The library continues to be an active part of the community. We welcome 
the opportunity to serve the school, shut-ins, or other committees in town 
working to improve the quality of life.

Our 
summer concert series has become an expected annual summer event, as 
has our book sale, outdoor theatre for the children, our tax assistance 
program, summer storytime, summer reading program, Halloween Party, 
visit from Santa Claus, and monthly Blood Pressure Clinics, to name buta 
few. We can best serve the needs of the community, if we have community 
support and volunteers. The library is actively seeking volunteers to train 
to work on a regular basis. Unfortunately, the Friends of the Library, after 
many years of service, disbanded as a group this year. Although a ready list 
of volunteers is available and appreciated, it would be desirable to organize 
a new group with stated goals. Anyone that is interested, please contact me 
at the library. 


In 1985, the Frost Free Library participated in the business to Business 
Expo in Keene. We domonstrated the computer services we hope to be able 
to offer here in the future. We will again represent the library community, 
along with Keene and Peterborough, at Business to Business Expo 87 
which will be held March 12 at Keene State College. 


The library offered a program at town meeting this year. Anyone who 
missed “History of Marlborough” may request a showing at the library. We 
also have available, “Marlborough America”, a film made possible by the 
Frost Free Library and done in conjunction with Marlborough’s own 
bicentennial. 


In 1987, the library will be offering Video cassettes for check out to card 
holding patrons. We are building a collection of how-to's, Classics and 
children’s videos (including National Geographics). We also have an 
increased collection of audio cassettes. Currently, the library subscribes to 
more than 30 periodicals a month and all of these may be taken home. A 
great money saver for budget conscious families. 


The library was fortunate this year to gain the services of Nancy Wyman as 
a new trustee. Nancy replaces Corinne Nash who completed one three year 
term. 
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May I take the last of my space to thank all those who make my job ajoy and 
the library a success. People who give of their time, or their money, or their 
talents and some days their sense of humor, make the library a pleasant, 
interesting and challenging place to be.

It is for this reason that Iam proposing a budget of $43,000 for the year 
1987, to include the hiring of one full time police officer which would help 
provide the day to day requirements needed to meet the demands of todays 
society. Part time personnel will continue to serve on nights and weekends.

Principal’s Report 

Marlborough School began the 1986-1987 school year with a number of 
exemplary programs available to its students. The New Hampshire 
Department of Education designated an A-1 rating for our school again in 
recognition of these programs. Only 14% of the elementary schools in the 
state received this highest rating. Our kindergarten and particularly fine 
library allow the points which bring us to this honor. 

One fine addition to our school this year has been a Technology Center. A 
separate room has been arranged for computer instruction and the 
industrial arts position has been combined with an instructor in 
computer technology to allow this to be a full time position with an 
integrated curriculum. The teacher, Ms. Stetson, came to us highly 
recommended by Keene State College and Keene Junior High School where 
she did her student teaching. 

The school nurse, Mrs. Lady, is devoting twenty-five hours a week to our 
students this year and is working in classrooms for health instruction, as 
well as being generally responsible for the health of our students. She is 
fully certified as a graduate of a degreed program. 

Mrs. Long works enthusiastically to provide a welcoming atmosphere in 
our school library and is supervised effectively by our Librarian Consultant 
Jennifer Bone. 

We have undergone quite a reorganization period in our Special 
Education Department. After many years of devoted service, Mrs. Shelly 
resigned and Mrs. Raasoch and Mrs. Robinson agreed to return to our 
Resource Room in the position they so capably shared last year. This 
allowed the youngsters some continuity as the district went through the 
process of selecting a new Special Education Director for N.H.S.A.U. 29, 
Gwen Mitchell; a Coordinator for the Towns (Chesterfield, Westmoreland 
and Marlborough), Deborah Kelley; and a Resource Room teacher, Mr. 
Allard. Mr. Allard will work cooperatively to allow transition for an 
established and stable Special Education program at Marlborough School, 
and will be the full-time Resource Room teacher next year. 

We appreciate the devotion of the staff, particularly recognizing that 
many of our teachers have taught here quite a number of years and have 
made a commitment to the community. 

We are especially proud to have received notification that our school 
volunteer program has achieved the criteria for the Blue Ribbon School 
Achievement Award and will be honored at the Executive Council 
Chambers in Concord, where awards will be presented by the Governor and 
the Commissioner of Education. We appreciate the contributions of so 
many people in the community who help the school and the children in so 
many ways.

Administrative Report 

Under the direction of the principal, Sandra Whippie, the Marlborough 
School continued on a steady course this past year. The school staff has 
worked hard to provide Marlborough students with a strong program that 
allows for the positive development of your children. They deserve our 
deepest appreciation and respect. 

Accompanying this report are charts showing the proposed 1987-88 
school budget which reflects a 7.49% increase over the present year. major 
reasons for that increase are additional tuitions and special education 
costs. Efforts have been made to hold costs on items we can control. This 
was done because we did not know the cost of salaries and benefits as a 
result of the negotiated agreement, therefore we could not include those 
funds in this proposed budget. 

Good news has come regarding the area of state aid to our district. 
Preliminary figures show that due to the strong effort we make in support 
of schools, coupled with increased revenue from sweepstakes, we can 
anticipate increases in foundation aid to help us with our local tax burden. 

However, for the present, unanticipated additional expenses for 
negotiations and special education have forced us to prepare special 
articles for the annual district meetings to prevent over expenditures this 
year. At this writing, we do not expect to have to use them. 

It continues to be a pleasure for me to work with the school board and 
people in Marlborough. Your cooperation and commitment to good 
education has made it a very rewarding experience. With your help we will 
continue doing well in the future.

Chairman's Report 

Once again, as a result of the community's willingness to support the 
school system, the Marlborough School staffs dedication, and the board 
and administration constantly striving to maintain and improve the 
school system, this within the capability of the community, the State of 
New Hampshire has awarded us the A-1 rating for our school. 

Marlborough should be very proud of this, if one would only reflect to the 
events of the last ten years. 

As of this writing a couple of clouds still linger over the Marlborough 
School District. The first is the negotiation of a new contract between the 
marlborough Teachers’ Association-NEA and the Marlborough School 
Board. These negotiations are presently declared in impasse and have been 
referred to mediation. The other is the two special deficit appropriation 
warrant articles to cover unforseeable special education and legal expenses 
occurring during this fiscal year. 

Because of these conditions, the 1987-88 proposed budget to be 
presented at the march 5 annual school district meeting will reflect “status 
quo” whenever possible, this without affecting the quality of our school 
system. Upon successful conclusion of the contract negotiations a special 
school district meeting will be called by the board for ratification of the 
negotiated contract’s impact on the budget. 

On a personal note, if you will allow me, I would like to express my 
gratitude to the Marlborough voters for allowing me to serve the 
community and its school system for a period of twelve years. I am leaving 
with the most confident feeling that the Marlborough Elementary School 
system is and always will remain the pride of the community and the envy 
of the region.

MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
of the 
MARLBOROUGH SCHOOL DISTRICT 
Held on March 6, 1986 


Meeting called to order at 1930 hours, prevailing time, on March 6, 1986 by 
Moderator Irvin H. Gordon. The moderator stated that he would not read 
the warrant in full at the opening of the meeting. Mrs. Kathleen A. Knight 
introduced the Superintendent of Schools, the Assistant Superintendent 
for Towns, the Business Manager and the School Principal. The moderator 
declared that if there was no objection, they would be allowed to speak 
during the meeting. He then declared the meeting open under Article 1. 


Artilce 1. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Elizabeth B. 
Gordon, supported by Manfredo Torelli, that the reports of agents, 
auditors, committees or officers chosen be accepted as presented in the 
annual Marlborough School District report. 


Article 2. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Elizabeth B. 
Gordon, supported by Manfredo Torelli that the district vote to authorize 
the school board to make application for and to accept and use in the name 
of the district, such advances, grants-in-aid, or other funds for educational 
purposes as may now or hereafter be forthcoming from the United States 
Government, the State of New Hampshire, and any department or agency 
thereof, or any federal, state, or private agency. 


Article 3. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Edward 
Goodrich, supported by Manfredo Torelli that the District vote to authorize 
the school board to apply for, accept and expend without further action by 
the School District Meeting, money from state, federal, or other 
governmental unit or a private source which becomes available during the 
1986-1987 school year provided that such expenditure be made for 
purposes for which a school district may appropriate money, and that such 
expenditure not require the expenditure of other school district funds. 
Further, that the school board shall hold a public hearing prior to 
accepting and spending such money. 


Article 4. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Kathleen A. 
Knight, supported by Elizabeth B. Gordon, that the District vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1,209,832.00 for the support of schools, for 
the salaries of school district officers and agents, and for payment of 
statutory obligations of the district. 


Article 5. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Manfredo 
Torelli, supported by Elizabeth B. Gordon, that the District vote to 
authorize the Marlborough School Board to contract with the Keene Board 
of Education to send students from the Marlborough School District to 
Keene High School, for the school year 1986-1987 through the 1990-1991 
school year, upon such terms and conditions as said boards shall 
determine. The text of the proposed agreement is attached to the warrant 
for this meeting and made a part of this warrant. 
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Article 6. A motion was introduced by John F. Fletcher, supported by 
William F. Cumings, that the District vote to authorize fund-raising in the 
school by the Marlborough Parent-Teacher Organization, recognizing that 
this is a “closely related school activity” and, therefore, is allowed under 
existing school board Policy 6020. Such fund-raising must be approved by 
the administration and children will only participate if they have 
permission slips to that effect, signed by their parent or guardian. 


After considerable discussion, it was voted favorably by acclamation on the 
motion of Patricia R. Derby, suported by|Edward T. Goodrich, to shut off 
further debate. 


The original motion was then voted favorably by acclamation. Manfredo 
Torelli then stated that the board would give consideration to this vote but 
would not be bound by it. 


Article 7. Tribute was paid to Mr. Richard Champagne for his many years 
of service to the District as Superintendent on Schools by Mr. Manfredo 
Torelli, and Mr. Champagne was given a round of applause, Mr. 
Champagne responded and thanked the district. 


No further business appearing, it was voted favorably by acclamation on 
the motion of John F. Fletcher, supported by William F. Cumings, that the 
meeting be adjourned.
